REPORT OF THE MAM.UIKRS OF THE EASTERN 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

The SPEAKER laid before the House the 
above report, winch was ordered to be print- 
ed and referred to the Committee on Corpora- 
tions. 

A NEW MEMBER. 

Mr. R. J. BRO \VN, the member elect from 
the county of Washington, to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation of Mr. W. H. 

Uavs, appeared, and the oath required by the 
Constitution of Kentucky having been ad- 
ministered to bin by Hon. G. W. GWIN, 
took his seat. 

[No certificate of election having been re- 
turned, Mr. BROWN was admitted to his 
seat by a vote of the House.] 

RF. PORTS. 

Mr. ANDREWS — Judiciary— Discharged 
from the consideration of the petition of John 
Stevens. 

Also — Discharged from a resolution author- 
izing soldiers to vote out of their precincts. 

Mr. HCSTON— Judicia y— A bill to abol- 
ish the office of President of the Board of In- 
ternal Improvement, and reorganize the 
Board. [This is the s. me bill reported from 
the Committee on Internal Improvement 
some days since.] 

The bill was amended and passed, upon a 
rail of the yeas and nays, as required by tho 
Constitution. 

Mr. ANDREWS— Judiciary— A report in 
relation to suspending the courts of this Com- 
monwealth, based upon petitions from citizens 
of Nelson county, the substance of which re- 
port is contained, in the following resolution: 
R esaL rcd by the Hons* of Representative*, 
~it is inexpedient (if not wholly uncon- 
stitutional! to continue in force the act sus- 
pending the courts of this Commonwealth, 
and whatever law may be enacted having ref- 
erence to the relation of debtor and creditor, 
it should not be by suspending the civil au- 
thority of the courts. 



The report was postponed for tho present. 

Mr. TAYLOR— Ways and Means— A Sen- 
ate bill to amend an act for the benefit of cer- 
tain sheriffs and their sureties, in this Com- 
monwealth. Passed. 

Also — Senate bill for the benefit of A. G. 
Waggoner, late sheriff of Cumberland county. 
Passed. 

Also — A llouso bill appropriating money 
to the Wester*, Lunatic Asylum, with an 
amendment by the Senate. 

[The amendment appropriates $53,620, 
abolishes the office of Superintendent, and 
piovides for thu appointment of a physi- 
cian.] 

The Senate amendment was concurred in, 
upon a call of the yeas and nays, required by 
the Constitution. 

Also— A bill for tho benefit of Jos. G. Har- 
rison, late sheriff' of Daviess county. Passed. 

Also — Asked to bo discharged from the 
further consideration of various petitions, &c, 
for the benefit of the State Librarian. So or- 
dered. 

Mr. FIN LEY offered the following as a 
substitute for the report ot tho committee. 
Dei lared not in order: 

That the sum of $800 per annum be, 
and is hereby allowed, and shall hereafter be 
annually paid, to each ministerial officer of 
this Slate, w ho shall hereafter be defeated for 
the office which he has tilled; it being the 
intent and purpose of this Legislature to pen- 
sion all ex-officers of the State of the ministe- 
rial grade, therebv to relieve members of the 
Legislature from the importunities of surih 
ex-officers for additional allowances above the 
attached salary. But the provisions of this 
bill shall only apply to such ex-officers as 
shall hereafter apply for additional appropri- 
ations in the way of salary; nor shall any- 
thing herein contained be so construed as to 
reflect discredi'ably upon any high function- 
ary of the State who may not have asked for 
additional allowances after his expired term 
of service. 

Also— A bill for the benefit of Jos. L. 
McCarty, of Whitley county. Passed under 
a call of the yeas and nays, as required by tho 
Constitution. 

Mr. CNDERWOOD— Military Affairs- 
Announced that the committee received in- 
formation that tho President of the I'nited 
States had authorized tho raising of 10,000 
volunteers, for State service exclusively, to 
serve 12 months. 

Also — Asked to be discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject of pro- 
viding relief for the suffering families of ab- 
sent volunteers 

Mr. I'N DEI? WOOD, visibly affected, ex- 
plained the painful necessity which induced 
the committee to ask to be discharged. 

Mr. Wol.l-'E explained the necessities of 
the families of volunteers in the city of Lou- 
isville and other places, and thought a judi- 
cious bill should be passed by the General 
Assembly, looking to such relief. 

Mr. BURNAM explained the reasons why 
the committee should be discharged. He 
thought the present financial condition of the 
State forbid such relief as was proposed, al- 
though his sympathies were with those ho 
knew to be suffering. 

Mr. YEAMAN hoped the committee 
would not bo discharged. He explained his 
reasons therefor. 

He said that rather than these people should 
suffer, although no agrarian, he would advo- 
cate a pre rata distribution of ail the property 
of the State to provide relief and do them jus- 
tice. 

Mr. TAYLOR said the whole scheme of 
providing for this charity out of the Treasury, | 
wan wholly impracticable. It must rest upon 
the private charities of the country. 

Mr. IRELAND said a carefully prepared 
bill was already in the hands of a committee, 
which he thought would meet the case. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD replied, explaining 
the impracticability of furnishing this relief, 
by legal enactment. If soldiers would hus- 
band their pay, that of itself would furnish as 
much relief as, in all probability, the State 
would allow. 

Mr. PROCTOR thought that if any mode 
could be devised by which these suffering 
people could be relieved from the Stat" 
Treasury, it should be done, and explained 
the condition of affairs in his part of the 
State. 

Mr. SPARKS was surprised to see oppo- 
sition to this relief. He reviewed the argu- 
ments of the gentlemen who had opposed the 
measure. 

Mr. CHANDLER desired th.U the commit- 
tee should not be discharged. The soldiers 
from his county had requested him to ask 
some such relief as here proposed; he thought 
that not more than $150,000 would be neces- 
sary to furnish all the relief required at pres- 
ent; besides, it would reach the pockets of 
some of the rebels, which he thought would 
be a good thing. 

Mr. WARD spoke for the Blue Grass re- 
gion, as it had been assailed in this matter; 
unless the Federal soldiers fight better than 
they have done, he would hesitate to give 
anything; the Ashland District had furnished 
her quota of troops; also the Blue Grass coun- 
ties will have to pay large portion of the 
direct tax of §700,000. Most of the families 
of the soldiers from tho Blue Grass country- 
live better now than when the soldiers were 
at homo. 

Mr. J. W. ANDERSON made an eloquent 
speech in advocacy of this relief. He spoke 
of the number of mountain men who had gone 
to tho battle-field, not only to protect their 
own wives and children, but the homes and 
property of the Blue Grass country. To re- 
fuse this relief would be to place a blot upon 
the proud escutcheon of Kentucky. He was 
willing to go upon his knees before tho Gen- 
eral Assembly invoking assistance for the 
suffering people of Knox county. 

Upon discharging the committee, the yeas 
and nays were taken, resulting as follows:

ORDERS DISVENSED. 

Mr. TURN ER offered the following reso- 
lution, bused upon a telegram published in 
the newspapers, to tho effect, that the Presi- 
dent of the United States had heard that 
the Kentucky Legislature contemplated the 
Abolition of slavery, reimbursing loyal 
owners : 

Resolved fry the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That all State- 
ments, published in the papers of the Union, 
tbut this Legislative contemplates the aboli- 
tion of slavery in Kentucky, is false. Such a 
thought has not been entertained by any 
member of it. Kentucky is attached to the 
institution of slavery, and intends to retain it, 
and no step tending to emancipation has 
been contemplated. 

The rule requiring joint resolutions to tie 
one day on the table was dispensed with. 

Mr. TU RN ER said that as the House was 
thin, he would consent to the reference. 

The resolution was then referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. 

REPORT. 

Mr. WOLFE— Federal Relations— Report- 
ed the following resolutions, which were or- 
dered to be printed, and made the special or- 
der for Monday next, at 11 o'clock, A. M: 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That Kentucky 
has ever cherished and adhered to tho Fed- 
eral l'nion and she will cling to it now, in 
this time of its extremest peril, with unfalter- 
ing devotion. While at the beginning of the 
mad and wicked war which is being waged 
by tho rebellious States for the destruction of 
the Government, she forebore to take part, in 
the hope that she might interpose her friendly 
offices in the interests of peace, she has, nev- 
ertheless, sternly repelled every movement 
which looked to a change of her political re- 
lations, and has never swerved from her full 
and fervid loyalty to the noblest and freest 
Government in the world. And now, since 
her proffered mediation has been spurned and 
her soil invaded by the Confederate armies, 
she deems it fit that she should announce to 
the world that, standing firmly by her Gov- 
ernment, she will resist every effort to destroy 
it; and sho calls upon her true and heroic 
sons to rally around the standard of their 
country, and put forth tho whole energies of 
the Commonwealth, till the rebellion shall lie 
overthrown and the just supremacy of the 
National Government shall be restored and 
maintained everywhere within its limits. 

2. That the existing civil war, forced upon 
the National Government without cause by 
the disunionists, should not be waged upon 
the part of the Government in any "spirit of 
Oppression, or for any purpose of conquest or 
subjugation, or purpose of overthrowing or 
interfering with the rights or established in- 
stitutions of any of the States, free or slave, 
but to defend and maintain the supremacy 
of the Constitution and topreserve the Union 
with all the dignity, equality, and rights of the 
several States unimpaired; and that as soon as 
these objects are accomplished, the war ought 
to cease. 1 

3. That in theadoption of the foregoing reso- 
lution by the National Congress, with unpre- 
cedented unanimity, at its late session, a rule 
of action was prescribed to the Government 
from which it cannot depart without a disre- 
gard of the plighted faith of the National 
Legislature, which we would be slow to be- 
lieve can be seriously entertained. Against 
any such departure we solemnly protest. 

4. That the purpose expressed in said reso- 
lution is the yreat end demanded, and that 
which inspires Kentucky with patriotic ardor 
to seek their achievement with all her loyal 
energies and means, in the confident A ipe of 
success, and belief that the country saved, in 
our triumph, to us and to posterity, will still 
be glorious in the freedom of its people, in the 
unity of its government and tin- security of 
society, and worth infinitely more than it cost 
to save it. 

o. That we have learned with amazement 
that the authorities of the Conf<*lcrate States 
have armed negroes and Indians to wage war 
upon our Government and people, and utterly 
condemn it, and that we would deplore and 
protest against our National Government fol- 
lowing their example and arming slaves to 
bo used as soldiers to fight in the existing war, 
and we cannot believe that the National Ex- 
ecutive entertains any such purpose. 

6. That slavery is a State institution, 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the United 
States, and we cannot agree that the Nation- 
al Government, to which we are and intend 
to be loyal, shall undertake the emancipation 
of slaves against tho will of slaveholding 
States. i 

7. That a copy of the foregoing resolutions 
be forwarded by the Governor to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to our Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress, to be 
laid before that body. 

Mr. BURNS madea minority report, which 
is the set of resolutions heretofore reported 
by him, and referred to the Committee on 
Federal Relations. 

And then tho House adjourned.

Terrible Exploit of a Rifled Cannon Ball. 

The Boston Courier publishes a letter of a 
correspondent, on board tho United States 
steamer Massachusetts, off Ship Island, Oc- 
tober 26, giving an account of the affair be- 
tween that vessel and a rebel steamer, in 
which the following extraordinary exploit of 
a rifle cannon ball is chronicled : 

During the action I think we hit her four 
times, and I know she hit us once with a 68- 
pound rifle shell, (that is the way we got the 
exact size of her rifled gun.) The shell en- 
tered on our starbord quarter, just above the 
iron part of the hull ; it came through the 
side angling aft, (as we were a little abaft bis 
beam when it struck us,) and took the deck 
in the passage-way, between two state-rooms, 
and completely cut off eighteen of the deck 
plank, and then struck a beam, which canted 
it up a little, so that it took the steam heating 
pipes under our dining table, cutting off five 
of them, and tearing our dining table all to 
pieces — then went through the state-room 
bulkhead and ceiling of the ship on the oppo- 
site side, and struck one of tho outside tim- 
bers, and broke every outside plank abreast 
of it short off', from the spar to the gun-deck ; 
it then fell down on to the cabin deck and ex- 
ploded, knocking four state-rooms into one, 
breaking all tho glass and crockery ware, 
shattering the cabin very badly, breaking up 
the furniture, and setting fire tothoship; but 
we had throe streams of water upon the fire 
at very short notice, and put it out before it 
did any damage — keeping up our chase as 
though nothing had happened. 



How the President's Message was Re- 
ceived BT the House of Representa- 
tives.— The New Y ork Tribune thus curtly 
and irreverently describes the effect produced 
upon the House by the reading of the Presi- 
dent s Message:

TELEGRAPHIC. 

Sandy Hook, Dec. 11. 

The following additional intelligence was 
received by the steamer llnnsa. In reply to 
the application of Capt. Nelson for a warrant 
to search the Nashville, to recover certain 
property belonging to him and the owners of 
the ship Harvey Birch, Earl Russell directed 
his Secretary to reply tliHt he cannot author- 
ize the magistrates to issue such warrant, and 
declined to interfere in the matter. The ap- 
plication was made on recommendation of 
Minister Adams. The dispatches of the com- 
missioners escaped the vigilance of the officers 
of tho San Jacinto, and safely arrived In the 
La Plata, in charge of a gentleman of the 
party. On arrival at Southampton, the re- 
mainder of Slidell and Mason's family and 
suite went on board the Nashville, -arid tho 
next day the dispatches wero taken to Lon- 
don. No repairs had yet been commenced 
on the Nashville. 

The London Times is more moderate in its 
comments than tho News. While denying 
that tho United States, on her own position, 
has any right to overhaul neutral ships, it 
nevertheless admits that England herself has 
established precedents which now tell against 
her in this matter of the Trent; but those 
precedents wero made under circumstances 
very different, it asserts, from tliifso which 
now occur. England was then fighting for 
existence, and did in those days what she 
would not do now nor allow others to do. 

In discussing the question whether Mason 
and Slidell are liable to capture as belliger- 
ents or contraband on board the Trent, the 
Times states, as the opinion of a very emi- 
nent jurist, that these were not the questions 
to be adjudicated by the boat's crew. The 
legal course would have been to bring the 
ship itself into port for adjudication. It con- 
cludes with the expression that Englishmen 
will discuss the question with calmness, and 
appeals to the F'edcral States not to provoke 
war by such acts. 

Tho rebel steamer Bermuda arrived at 
Havre on the 24th from Savannah with 2,000 
bales of cotton, and was discharging on the 
25th. 

New York, Dec. 13. 
A letter from Key West, of the 5th inst., 
states that their Pensacola dates are of the 

20th ult. 

It appears that the rebel steamers have been 

plying between the navy-yard and the town 
constantly, carrying guns, munitions. &c. 
Col. Brown notified Bragg that he should fire 
upon them, to which Bragg replied, "Fire 
away!" On the morning of the 2lst the 
steamers again appeared. Col. Brown disa- 
bled one : the other escaped. A general can- 
nonade then took place between Pickens and 
Fort Barancas, the Niagara and Richmond 
opening on Fort McRae and several water 
batteries. 

The engagement lasted nearly two whole 
days. Fort McRae was silenced, and also the 
water batteries in reach of the Richmond's 
guns. No person was injured on board the 
Niagara. James Cook was the person killed 
on board tho Richmond. Both vessels were 
slightly damaged in their upper works. 
Pickens had not even a sand-bag displaced by 
Barancas' fire. On the 24th, while removing 
a fuse from a shell, it exploded, killing five 
men and wounding many others. Colonel 
Brown says he has Barancas entirely at his 
mercy, and is awaiting rc-iiiforcements to 
hold tho forts when he shall take them. 

Another letter states that one of WiNnn's 
Zouaves was killed and another wounded, on 
tho 22d. About twenty-five hundred guns 
were fired in the two days. At three o'clock 
P. M., on the 23d, Warrington was set on fire 
by our guns, and that place and nearly all the 
navy-yard destroyed. 

The steamer Times was disabled the first 
shot. 

The rebel fire slackened on the second 

day. 

Two companies of Wilson's Zouaves have 
charge of the batteries near the fort. Two 
companies assisting on the fort, and the re- ! 
mainder of the regiment have been to work 
on the trenches, to repel a midnight attack. 

The heaviest rebel guns aro near the light- 
house, and their best mortars are on both" 
sides of the hospital. 

The water batteries below Fort McRao are 
bad customers. 

The ranges of our artillerymen are splen- 
did. 

A note dated the 24th, states that Colonel 
Brown prohibited firing unless the rebels first 

opened, being the Sabbath. 

One of our guns burst yesterday. The 
rebels have evidently suffered much. 

New York, Dec. 13. 

The Philadelphia North American of this 
morning has the following: "A letter receiv- 
ed in this city from an officer of the army of 
Port Royal, dated Hilton Head. Dec. 4, says : 
'Last night a fleet arrived at this port with 
25,000 troops. Savannah and Charleston 
will soon be ours.'" 

The brig Thos. W. Rowland, Capt. Row- 
land, from Rio do Janeiro, via St. Thomas, 
Nov. 27. arrived at this port last night. Capt. 
Rowland states that the captain of the U. S. 
gunboat Iroquois is entirely to blame for the 
escape of the Sumter. The captain of the 
gunboat sent a man on shore at Port Royal 
with signal lights and gave him instructions 
to signalize to him the movements of the 
Sumter. On the night of the 23d of Novem- 
ber, signals were made by the man on shore 
that she was leaving the harbor, but no notice 
was taken of it by the captain of the Iroquois. 
His first lieutenant tried to pursuade him to 
give chase, which they could easily have 
done, as the Sumter drew one foot more wa- 
ter than tho Iroquois. The Captain would 
not hear to it, saying that it would be very 
unpleasant for him to capture her, as he and 
Captain Summers had been school-mates, and 
had sailed very much together, ai.d Captain 
Summers had been his superior officer. 

Another reason that the Captain of the 
Iroquois gave, was, that ho did not wish to 
break tho neutrality laws. 

The movements of tho Sumter were seen 
from the deck of tho Iroquois. 

These facts becoming known at St. Thom- 
as, the greatest indignation prevailed among 
the Americans in port, and all others friend- 
ly to tho United States. 

New Orleans, Dec. 10. 
Lieut. Shepard. of the Confederate steami r 
Mobile, arrived at Bashaw City with a Lieu- 
tenant and nine other Federal prisoners 
taken from the United States steamer Annio 
Tyler, which was wrecked near the Sabine 
Pass. 

The Richmond Examiner of tho 10th says: 
"This morning Congress passed a bill admit- 
ting Kentucky into the Southern Confeder- 
acy. The admission was complete, as Com- 
missioners were appointed at Russellville em- 
powered to act in behalf of Kentucky. A 
bill has been introduced into the Confederate 
Congress prohibiting the importation of ne- 
groes from Africa. The Alabama House of 
Representatives has passed a bill legalizing 
the. suspension of specie payment by the 
chartered banks of that State. The super- 
cession of Price by Gen. Heath is desired. 
The Governor of Mississippi has mado a call 
upon tbo inhabitants for arms." 

Cairo, Dec. 13. 
The following is from the Memphis Ap- 
peal of the 11th : 

Halifax, Dec. 13. 

It has been strongly reported here to-day 
that Messrs. Breckinridge and Hunter applied 
for a passage by the Canada, but were refused, 
,n consequence of a telogram from Secretary 
Cameron warning the agents of the Cunard 
line against carrying rebels. Mr. Cunardem- 
phatically contradicted the report.

M HfciiKAs, 'I lie fulliivving n sulutii.iis, viz 

Wl^KKEAS, KutiUick^ liat. Ic-L-n invaded ly 
the forces of the so-called Con fi derate tilulfs, , 
niitl Uio cimiiiiaiidi-rs id' ihe fortes so invading - 
thu Stale havo insolently prcs-ci ibed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thuiB 
insulting the dignity of ihe Stale by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listed I 
without dishonor; therefore, 

,1. Be il remjlvid by i/ic General Asscnihly* 
of ihe Cwiviunwculth of Kentucky, That the 
iiivuders must be expelled ; inasmuch us there I 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops m>eiu- j 
bled lor the purpose of preserving the tran-

"WliKKKAS, The following net of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Common wo.-illh of Ken- 
tucky, cordially nmirovi d by me on ihe 20th, 
instant, is the law of the la nil. 1 think proper, 
in thu exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as 1 do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end tint* the hu 
mane and noble pitrpi -es of ihe Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of the Genera! Assembly is at) follows: 

Utnoliitionn providing for the peace and quiet of 
the utiienn oftkii Couiuiouireatth . 

AVitKRKAS, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cheri-h the hope that they may not he involv- 
ed in tho ui.niittirnl, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now. a.- she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and nestpre har- 
mony may not avail at present, nnd it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at pence 
among themselves, so that if they shall he 
involved in war. they will as fur as possible, 
relieve nnd palliate its CTlamithJy'j therefore 

Resolved hy the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth i f h'enfnr/.y. That if collisions 
between hostile armies .-hull take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions;

f) 1 Br it enacted hy the Gemrul Assembly of the 
Commonueultlt of Kentucky, Tii.it us the soil of 
the State ol Kentucky bus been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the uutbuii y of the 
so-called Confederate Stales; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby wheeled to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, culling out Do 
less 'thud Ibrty thousand soldiers, res jr' 
eitizensot Kentucky, between the noes of eigh- 
teen and forty-live lears, to beniu-tcred into the 
service of this Conuuniiu en Ith for ally term of 
service not less iliuii twelve mouths nor more 
than three years, from the time ibey were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

Ij'l. That the Governor be, and be is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise .-aid lorce, to AtoMt 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from 'the date ol his 
proclamation, tender their services ; mid he shall 
commission lot that purpose all idHceraduly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

§11. That all volunteer eflicers, non commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, wiiose 
service may be tendered and accepted under ihe 
provisions ol this act, shall bemusteied into ser- 
vice al such places of rendezvous in ihe Cou- 
cressioiial District in w hich they volunteer as the 
General in ihe held shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall ne thin 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That ihe forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by ibis act, shall, whin 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That (he Governor he also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition lo the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand lo be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and live hundi-ed to be used as 
hoisimeii and scouts, Uiey luriiishing their own 
horses : i'rocided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arui of the service unless his skill 
aud capacity have been lested bj- ihe General in 
command, or such ollit-er as he may detail fur 
thai purpose : And prodded also, That such per- 
sons shall receive live dollars per month of_extra 
pay 

$ 6. That each horseman, for the services d: 
hone, shall receive five dollars per month, and" 
in < i-c his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
he paid ihe value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

$ 7. That the commander in the feld may' or- 
ganize individuals who tender thenisehes into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their offlesjrsj 
who shall, when so elected, be cotnmissioi ed by 
the Governor on the certificate of the Central 
commanding. 

y 8. Thai the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
legimcnts. when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadron-, l,at- 
lalinns, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice ol the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each it elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governoi the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been ri sptclively elected to (ill, who shall issue 
commissions in cuulorniity to so* h certificate.
